Good Winter Feed 


require adequate and proper feed 
ing each day of the year, and they 
need especial attention in the fall 
because of cold weather and also 
because egy prices are higher. On 
feeding in fall and winter, Prof, 
G. A. Trollope, head of the poul- 
try department at Auburn, said 
that “the laying flock requires a 
daily feeding of serateh grain 
which may consist of whole or 
cracked corn, or may inelude pro- 
portions of wheat or oats. How- 
ever, oats are fed to better advan- 
tage when incorporated in the 
mash, 

“Sometimes the physical condi- 
tion or maturity of the flock may 
warrant feeding ‘atch = grain 
twice daily. This is especially 
true of early-hatched pullets that 
have been in production some time 
and have a tendency to become 
light in weight after a few weeks’

production, Heavy feeding of 
scratch grain will keep them in 


better physical condition and may 
prevent the unnatural pullet molt. 

“A good palatable dry mash 
should be kept before laying hens 
continuously, If the flock is not 
producing satisfactorily a daily 
feeding of moist laying mash will 
stimulate ege production. The 
regular dry mash ration may be 


mixed with water or milk to a 
crumbly, moist consistency. Feed 
in separate throughs to avoid 


waste,” 

Prof. Trollope then emphasized 
the importance of green feed. 
Rape, oats, Austrian peas, rye, and 
wheat planted in the fall provid: 
green feed during the winter and 
early spring. Hach of these does 
better planted in the early fall, but 
plantings made in early Noy ember 
should help the poultryman who 
has not provided his supply of 
ereen feed, Italian rye grass is

Salaries Of All Elba City

WEEK BEGINS SA 
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The people have voted for a 
change at Washington, 

By a popular and electoral plu- 
rality that may establish a new 
high record, they have elevated 
Franklin D. Roosevelt to the Pres- 
idency. The Republican reverse, 
one of the greatest in this genera- 
tion for any party, apparently has 
put both senate and house into the 
hands of the Democrats by wide 
majorities, 

President Hoover, watching the 
mounting returns turning with in- 
creased favor to his opponent in 
11 states, sent Gov. Roosevelt, 
shortly before midnight, Elba time, 
this telegram: 

“T congratulate you on the op- 
portunity that hus come to you to 
be of service to the country.” 

The President-elect shortly be- 
fore had told workers in the New 
York party headquarters: 

“JT hope all of us will do what 
We can to restore this country to 
prosperity.” 


The Roosevelt sweep, sending 
him to the White House ag the 
third Democrat to sit there since 


the War Between the States, car- 
ried to victory many a minor can- 
didate for State and congressional 
office and rocked some of the prin- 
cipal Republican strongholds in the 
country, 

The Roosevelt-Garner ticket was 
acclaimed on a platform advocat- 
ing repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment and immediate modification 
of the Volstead law to legalize the 
manufacture of beer and wine. 
How completely or how soon this 
program tight be put into effect, 
if at all, hung, however, on the 
congressional and senatorial elec- 
tions. 

The returns showed a large num- 
ber of candidates whom wet or dry 
organizations had classified as for 
repeal or revision had been elected 
to the new House, which meets 13 
months hence.

President Hoover only received 81 
votes, The Socialist or Commu- 
nist tickets did not receive a single 
vote in the county. 

The county also gave heavy ma- 
jorities for the Income Tax and 
Bond Tssue. The vote on these 
measures is being tabulated for 
twenty-five boxes out of the thir- 
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ty. Figures for the other boxes 
could not be secured, ‘The unotfi- 
cial returns give the Income Tax 
amendment a total of 2,018 votes, 
to 390 against the meusure, ‘The 
Bond Issue received a total of 
1,094, while there were 471 votes 
against the bonds. On the other 
amendments we could not get a 
tabulation, however, from what re- 
turns were received it seems that 
perhaps all amendments have been 
carried in the county. 

Both the Income ‘lax and Bond 
Issue amendments as well as ali 
other proposed amendments have 
been defeated throughout the State 
according to early returns from 
the various counties. In a tele- 
phone communication with news- 
papers in Montgomery and Bir- 
mingham Wednesday morning just 
before noon it was learned that the 
tax and bond measures were al- 
most certain to be beaten by large 
majorities and that perhaps only 
one of the nine proposed amend- 
ments would receive a favorable 
vote.

WALTER JOHNSON OUT 


Followers of Pheu national game 
are regretful over the fact that 
Walter Johnson will no longer be 
identified with the Washington Sen- 
itors as manayer, his release hav- 
ing been announced some days 
azo. The Senators without John- 
son will seem like the play with- 
out Hamlet, 

It is as a pitcher that Johnson 
will be longest remembered by 
baseball fans, and as such he holds 
the record for most pitching years, 
most games pitched and most 
games won by any slabman of a 
major league. 

Johnson’s big league career of 
21 years as a player was all with 
the Washington team, during which 
he won 414 games and lost 275. 
In one game against Chicago in 
1924 he struck out 14 batsmen, 6 
of them in succession. He pitched 
a no-hit game against Cincinnati 
in 1920. In 1918 he pitched 56 
consecutive shut-out innings be- 
tween April 10 and May 14, In 
all he pitched 118 shut-out games 
and is eredited with striking out 
3,494 opposing batters. 

During the greater part of his 
long service he worked with a hope- 
lessly inferior team, yet he never 
failed to put his whole heart into 
the game. Only once did Wash- 
ington win a world’s series, in 
1924, It won the American 
League pennant in 1925, but lost 
the series to Pittsburgh. 

In addition to being admired as 
one of the greatest baseball pitch- 
ers of all time, Walter Perry John- 
son is universally esteemed for his 
fine personal character and exem- 
plary sportsmanship, Perhaps no 
player who ever graced a diamond 
is held in greater affection by lov- 
ers of baseball. 
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INDIAN SUMMER 


November is usually marked by 
a brief period of warmer weather 
after the first cold snaps of winter 
have passed, this period being pop- 
ularly known as Indian summer. 
How the name arose is obscure, ex- 
cept that it is of American origin. 

In England and France this 
warmer season is known ag _ St. 
Martin’s summer, and is supposed 
to begin on St. Martin’s Day, No- 
‘| vember 11, around which many tra- 
ditions have grown. If the day be 
bright and sunny there will be a 
cold winter, and the same will hap- 
pen if the trees still retain their 
foliage; but if the frost occurs be- 
fore that day the winter will be 
mild—so runs the ancient saying. 

St. Martin is the patron saint 
of France, of beggars and of re- 
formed drunkards, He wag a real 
personage, who flourished in the 
fourth century and became Bishop 
of Tours, rising from pagan par- 


B | ents. Many miracles, including 


raising the dead, are attributed to 
him. One legend tells that after 
he divided his cloak with a beggar 
on a wintry November day, sum- 
mer came back again because of 
his kind deed—hence the term St. 
Martin’s summer, which has per- 
sisted for more than 1,500 years. 

St. Martin’s or Indian summer 
is briefly described ag “that mellow 
time in November, which follows 
the first, or even the second cold 
snap or period; the return of sum- 
mer for a season, characterized by 
a hazy atmosphere and a mellow 
air and coloring.”

Fall Planting Of 
Fruit Trees Okey 


AUBURN, Ala.—The decline in 
the value of money crops and the 
increase in the demand for making 
the farm self-sustaining hag turn- 
ed more attention to home or- 
chards to produce fruit for home 
and for sale, 

And fall is the preferred season 
for planting fruit trees. Early 
winter is about as good. If trees 
are planted at these seasons the 
soil settles around the roots and 
the trees are ready to start grow- 


ing the following spring. Another 


arvantage is that nurserymen have 
in the fall a better supply of trees, 

But an orchard should not be 
planted, said Julian Brown, exten- 
sion horticulturist at Auburn, un- 
less the planter has resolved fully 
to take care of it. Fruit trees 
need good soil the same as cotton, 
corn, and other crops, They need 
cutivation and fertilization. 

“In brief,” said Mr, Brown, “an 
orchard must be treated as any 
other culticated crop. In addition 
to good soil, fertilizer and cultiva- 
tion, fruit trees require pruning 
and spraying. If they are not 
sprayed, insects and diseases will 
prevent the production of good 
fruit. 

The home orchard need not be 
very large. A small area planted 
to trees, properly selected and 
then receiving proper attention, 
should make all the fruit an aver- 
age family will need. Varieties of 
different fruits from the earliest 
to the latest should be included 
in the home orchard, 

The Extension Service at Au- 
burn has a bulletin entitled “The 
Home Orchard in Alabama.” It is 
used by county agents in conduct- 
ing demonstrations and also in giv- 
ing farmers information about 
orchards, 


Farmers Are Busy 
With Winter Work 


AUBURN, Ala.—Following har- 
vesting of crops, progressive farm- 


ers are now turning their attention | 


to saving what they have made, to 
improving their farms, and to tak- 
ing care of their buildings and 
equipment, Jobs on the farm are 
(1) killing insects in corn and 
other stored grains; (2) eradica- 
tion of rats and mice; (3) terrac- 
ing of land to prevent erosion; 
(4) proper storage and repair of 
farm machinery; and (5) repair- 
ing of buildings, fences, gates and 
other things. 

Home orchards, too, are receiv- 
ing attention. New plantings are 


being made while old trees are be-| 


ing pruned. Spraying will be done. 

Insect control iin corn and oth- 
er stored grain is very important 
in the South half of Alabama 
where corn weevils are numerous 
and very destructive. County 
agents are assisting farmers in fu- 
migating their’ corn after it is 
stored in the crib, This is done 
at a small coost but at a big saving. 

Terracing is being emphasized. 
J. B. Wilson, extension agricul- 
tural engineer at Auburn, says 
that fall is an ideal time for ter- 
racing. County agents are receiv- 
ing many requests from farmers 
for terracing help. 

Attention to farm machinery is 
important. It deteriorates rapidly. 
if left out in the weather, Stor- 
age and repair in the fall will car- 
ry it through winter without dam- 
age and ready for use in the spring. 

Attention is focused also upon 
cotton, much of which is in the 
weather on the ground, and unpro- 
tected. Fall rains have kept un- 
protected bales of cotton wet, thus 
hastening rotting, If cotton is left 
out it will rot rapidly, thus reduc- 
ing its value and the price the 
owners receive for it. 

Building permits increased rap- 
idly in Alabama during the early 
fall but most of this was for pub- 
lie buildings. This ,unfortunantely, 
is not aecepted as a criterion for 
better business.

Livestock Boosted 
For Alabama Farms 


AUBURN, Ala,—tLivestock are 
gaining a more important position 
on Alabama farms. More herds 
of beef cattle, dairy cattle, hogs 
and sheep, and flocks of poultry 
are to be kept properly, fed prop- 
erly, and managed properly to ob- 
tain better results, 

Evidence of the above conclu- 
sion was revealed at a recent meet- 
ing of farmers, bankers, business 
men and agricultural workers in 
Montgomery held for the specific 
purpose of bringing about livestock 
development in Alabama. The slo- 
gan is ‘,More and better livestock 
on more and better farms kept by 
more and better farmers.” 

Bankers are sponsoring it thru 
the agricultural committee of the 
Alabama Bankers Association. M. 
L. Robertson, Cullman banker, is 
chairman of this committee. Busi- 
ness men are sponsoring it. 

County agents are giving a lot 
of their attention to it, as they 
have in the past. The goal of 
their demonstrations is to improve 
the quality, to bring about better 
feeding of home-grown feeds and 
to establish practices of better 
management, 

It was pointed out that livestock 
have several distinct advantages on 
Alabama farms. They add cash, 
they produce an income each week, 
soil is improved, labor is used more 
efficiently, there is less dependence 
upon cotton, and the farmer be- 
comes a better farmer by learning 
to like animals. - 

In the current movement for 
promoting livestock there is none 
of the ballyhoo feature. The goal 
is to produce high-quality animals 
and animal products at a low cost, 
thus leaving the producing propo- 
sition to cake money even when 
prices are low,

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Last week I had quite a lot to 
say concerning the syrup business, 
or rather the growing of cane, and 
I think’ it must have done some 
good from the response I’m having 
concerning same. We seem to 
have a lot of folks interested in 
growing their own syrup and they 
are honestly striving for a plan 
or a cane that can be grown suc- 
cessfully on their lands. It seems 
that those who have tried Kiana 
cane think it is the best to be had. 
They all say that it will grow 
where regular sugar cane will not 
grow and that it is e easier to grow, 
as well as easier to keep. In oth- 
er words, every man who has tried 
it tells me that Kiana cane beats 
the regular old sugar cane. There 
must be something to what they 
say, and I’m insisting that every 
farmer in the county try at least 
a small amount of this cane for 
next year, It might be that this 
Kiana cane will solve our syrup 
problem in Coffee County.

I have a letter from a young 
man in the northern part of the 
county who tells me that he en- 
joyed my article on Kiana cane 
last week and that he is very fa- 
miliary with the cane. He says he 
has grown it and that it will do 
exactly what its growers claim it 
will do, but he says that he has a 
newer cane that is even better 
than the Kiana cane. He gives its 
name as P. O. J. cane. I never 
heard of this cane before, but the 
young man is very reliable and I 
know that it is just as he says 
it is. The letter is from Curtis 
Chapman, the son of Mr, Melvin 
| Chapman; and they live in beat 
15, near the Troy highway. Mr. 
Chapman says that this new cane 
is a much better cane than the 
Kiana. He says that he grew the 
Kiana until he found this new va- 
riety and that he then gave his 
Kiana away, as he did not care to 
grow any more of it. Pp. O. J. 
cane is a red cane, grows similar 
to the Kiana, but is softer and 
sweeter. It also grows larger 
and taller. Mr. Chapman says he 
planted three hundred stalks last 
spring, that he has already dug and 
banked three thousand stalks for 
seed and that he has enough cane 
left in his patch to make forty 
gallons of syrup. He expects to 
plant two acres next year, I know 
nothing of this variety of cane, but 
it must be good or Mr, Chapman 
would not praise it so highly. I 
believe we should all investigate 
this matter and determine for our- 
selves as to whether or not we 
wish to try any of this cane. Go 
to see his patch this week if you 
can, as he will soon grind his cane. 
If you only get a dozen stalks it 
might be worth the trip to investi- 
gate this matter. If we can only 
solve our problem of growing our 
own sweets on the farm we will 
have done a great thing for this

MONTGOMERY.—Condemning 
the “unwarranted expenditure” of 
public money by the recent Ala- 
bama Legislature, the Montgomery 
County Grand Jury Saturday re- 
turned a true bill against a mem- 
ber of the Legislature, 

More than 130 indictments were | 
returned by the Grand Jury, but 
Solicitor Seibels said he would not} 
make known the names of any of 
the persons indicted until capiases 
have been served, 

Before the Grand Jury conven- 
ed last Monday, Solicitor Seibels 
announced he would ask it to in- 
vestigate charges that Senator HE. 
D, Jordan, Etowah, requested $250 
as “expense money’? from a Gads- 
den theater manager for passing a 
Sunday amusement bill through the 
Senate. 


The Etowah senator resigned 
during a Senate rules committee 


hearing on the charges, and later 
declared he had been made “a 
scapegoat.” 

After a lengthy discussion, of 
the expenditures of the special ses- 
sion of the Legislature, the report 
stated: “Again as to the specific 
charges of your honor concerning 
the acceptance of a bribe by a 
member of the Legislature, we 
were unable to find any evidence 
which would warrant a true bill, 
with one exception, and are return- 
ing a true bill in that case, 

“We heartily concur in your 
condemnation of this offense and 
join with you in the opinion that 
nothing could be more abhorrent 
or dangerous to good government. 

“We heartily condemn the un- 
warranted expenditure of public 
money by the recent Legislature. 
This report shows that this extray- 
agance of the Legislature, instead 
of retrenching and saving the mon- 
ey of the people of Alabama, spent 
something over the enormous sum 
of $239,00 for clerical hire and 
help of the Legislature at the two 
(the 1931 regular session and the 
1982 special session) sessions. 

“We also condemn the wide- 
spread practice of acceptance by 
legislators of passes to theaters, 
moving picture houses and motor 
transportation companies, and like- 
wise condemn the acceptance of 
any other gratuities from any 
source. This is a form of graft 
inhibited by the constitution.”

The effect of this resolution was 
that the superintendents would not 
recommend that teachers be re 
quested to teach longer without 
their pay. 

Upon request of Dr. Harman all 
superintendents indicated the ap- 
proximate date on which their 
schools must close on a basis of 
present revenue estimates. A com- 
pilation of the estimates revealed 
that schools in barely a dozen 
counties will be in operation after 
January. 

Dr. Harman, when told of the 
results of the tabulation for the 
25 counties, said he did not think 
the results revealed the situation 
fully. He pointed out about 18 
counties were not represented. 

“Tt ig my opinion,” he said, “that 
half the counties or more will be 
forced to close at the end of the 
half term, or after operating from 
three and one-half to four and 
one-half months.”

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Governor Is Not Discouraged 
Over Defeat of Amendments 


Governor Miller last week made 
the following comment to the pa- 
pers on the result of the election 
on the income tax and bond issue 
amendments: 


The income tax and bond amend- 
ments were lost in the olection last 
Tuesday. 

Considering the great contest 
against it, waged so continuously 
and so long, with unlimited financ- 
es, by some of the Federal income 
tax payers, the result of the elee- 
tion is not surprising, 

We are not discouraged. The 
defeat is to be greatly regretted, 
because the closing of the schools 
and the payment of the honest 
debts of Alabama were involved. 

The schools cannot be kept open 
and the debts cannot be paid by 
current revenue. If the amend- 
ments had been adopted, this would 
have arranged for the debts and 
the schools could continue under 
current revenue, 

Under our present revenue and 
Constitution these debts can be 
paid at this time only by bonds, 
warrants or notes payable in fu- 
ture when ratified by the voters 
at the polls. 

Their vote Tuesday might be 
considered as a repudiation of Ala- 
bama’s debts, and as a willingness 
for schools to close. I believe it 
was not so intended. They did not 
fully understand it, 

The amendments, in my judg- 
ment, were lost for the lack of}t 
proper information on the part of 
the voters. There was no orga- 
nization to support them. The best 
proof of this is that in those Coun- 
ties where local leaders were active 
for the amendments, they were 
carried by notable majorities,

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Alabama Cotton Crop 
Smallest Since 1923 


The United States cotton crop is 
forecast by the U. S, Department 
of Agriculture at 11,947,000 bales, 
which is an increase of 522,000 ov- 
er the forecast of a month ago, 
reports F, W. Gist, statistician for 
the Department of Agriculture. 

Alabama’s crop is forecast at 
860,000 bales,which compares with 
1,420,000 bales last year and 1,- 
475,000 in 1980. “This will be 
the smallest total crop produced in 
this State since 1923, when slightly 
less than 600,000 bales were pro- 
duced,” Gist said. 

“The probable yield per acre in 
Alabama is forecast at 186 pounds 
which compared with 200 pounds 
of last year and a ten year aver- 
age of 158 pounds. This yield is 
the smallest since 1928 and is due 
to the very small amount of fer- 
tilizer used this year and to the 
weevil damage, which was heavier 
than the State has experienced in 
recent years,” he said.
